Rats have made themselves at 
home outside four Parkside College 
buildings, right next to the newly 
renovated residential dining hall. 

The rodents have been seen 
around open trash cans beside 
Parkside buildings Q, P, L and K, 
the four buildings closest to the 
dining hall. These trash cans often- 
times contain old and leftover food. 

Director of Housing and Resi- 
dential Life Carol Roberts-Corb 
said her department is currently 
working with Stanley Pest Control 
on the rodent issues. 

“We were alerted by the Parkside 
College residential life staff that 
some rodents were seen around the 
dining hall,” Roberts-Corb said. 

Rodent bait stations were in- 
stalled early last week outside of 
buildings Q, P, L and K. Roberts- 
Corb also said that BN Builders, 
the construction company that 
renovated the Parkside dining hall, 
instructed its staff to not bring or 
leave open containers of food in the 
facility during construction hours. 

Rats carry more than 35 diseases 
worldwide, diseases that can affect 
humans, according to the U.S. Cen- 
ters for Disease Control and Preven- 
tion. The diseases can spread to hu- 
mans through ticks, mites or fleas that 
have been in contact with the rats. 

Parkside North Coordinator 
Austin Meiners said he first heard 
of rodent complaints about a month 
ago but that miscommunication led 
to their going unreported. 

“TI guess where the miscommuni- 
cation comes from is when [Resident 
Assistant for P building Chandler 
Riley] said I had filled out a request,” 
Meiners said. “[Riley] mentioned to 
me that there were complaints about 
rodents about a month ago.” 

Riley said he thought that Mein- 
ers made a complaint about the rats, 
but the coordinator did not. Mein- 
ers said he advised Riley to make 
the request because a request from 
an RA would carry more weight. 

“J did not realize there were rats 
literally living by our building, and 
that does concern me,” Meiners said. 
Some Parkside RAs have asked

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Students 
favor Cyber 
Monday — 
over Black 
Friday

With Black Friday, Small Business 
Saturday and Cyber Monday in the 
rearview mirror, students are weighing 
in on the pros and cons of holiday shop- 
ping deals and the crowds they draw. 

The Consumer Electronics Asso- 
ciation (CEA), an organization com- 
posed of 2,000 companies in the con- 
sumer technology industry, reported 
that nearly 39 million U.S. adults 
shopped on Thanksgiving Day, which 
is 10 million more than last year. 

The CEA study also found that 
Black Friday was expected to be the 
busiest shopping day of the weekend

Maggots 
worm their 


way into the 
medical field

Despite the technological advance- 
ments in today’s medical field, some 
are looking toward a centuries-old 
practice to treat infection: maggot 
therapy. 

Ronald Sherman, a former Uni- 
versity of California, Irvine profes- 
sor, gave a presentation to a medical 
anthropology class at Cal State Long 
Beach yesterday on multiple types of 
biotherapy, a form of medical prac- 
tice that he said uses live organisms 
to treat disease. 

In his presentation, he detailed the 
medical uses of maggots, leeches, bee 
venom and fish. 

Maggot therapy, also known 
as Maggot Debridement Therapy 
(MDT), calls for maggots to be 
placed on the flesh of an infected 
wound, which the maggots then

“They scare me every night when I 
come downstairs and hear the bins rus- 
tling,” she said. “They’re always in the 
trash cans.” 

Adams said she doesn’t have much 
hope for the problem to be resolved. 

“We have the [ASI] Recycling Center 
right next to the parking lot, and there’s 
the drainage and field that attract rats 
and mice,” she said. “I don’t think 
there’s much they can do about it.” 

California law states that rodents can 
make any housing inhabitable, accord- 
ing to the California Department of

dissolve and consume. 

“That naturally occurring infestation 
is called myiasis, and maggot therapy is 
just a therapeutic control of myiasis,” 
Sherman said. 

He said that maggots thrive off of 
gangrenous flesh and secrete an anti- 
microbial chemical that can disinfect 
and accelerate healing when placed on 
seriously infected wounds, such as rot- 
ting foot ulcers in patients with severe 
cases of diabetes. 

Although the procedure has been 
used for centuries, Sherman said surgi- 
cal advancements made during World 
War II and the development of antibiot- 
ics led to its falling out of favor in the 
1940s. 

It took until the 1990s for MDT to 
see its first clinical trials. In situations 
where many doctors opt for amputa- 
tion, Sherman said he has seen prom- 
ising results after just a couple of MDT 
sessions. 


According to Sherman, people 
scheduled for amputations often get 
maggot therapy as a last resort. Of those 
people, he claimed, 50 percent heal and 
avoid amputation: 

Sherman said that 100,000 amputa- 
tions occur in the U.S. each year and 
that maggots from the U.K. could soon 
help Americans. 

“The largest commercial labora- 
tory producing maggots is in the 
U.K. They distribute 20,000 a year,” 
he said. “They have plans to come to 
the U.S. because this is where the big 
need is.” 

In 2003, the FDA began regulating 
the use of maggots for clinical purpos- 
es. However, multiple other forms of 
biotherapy are not FDA approved, such 
as leech therapy and apitherapy, the use 
of bee venom to lessen pain from mul- 
tiple ailments. 

Sherman said leech therapy, which 
takes advantage of local anesthetics 
and anticoagulants that leeches re- 
lease, may be the oldest form of bio- 
therapy. 

Leeches were, and still are, used in 


limb-replacement surgeries to drain old 
blood to make way for new, oxygenated 
blood from a healthy limb, Sherman 
said. 

“When the leech bites, it does feel 
like a pin,” he said. 

While the public is familiar with 
seeing-eye and alert dogs as forms of 
biotherapy, Sherman said most people, 
as well as the FDA, are irked by treat- 
ments such as ichthyotherapy, which 
uses fish to eat infectious growths on a 
patient’s feet. 

Ichthyotherapy as well as leech 
therapy have a potential risk for 
disease transmission because blood 
from diseased patients can easily be 
passed onto others that are nibbled 
by the same fish or sucked by the 
same leech. 

While skeptics may scoff at the ef- 
ficacy of such therapies, he said that the 
therapy is still popular overseas. 

Bacteria is gradually becoming re- 
sistant to antibiotics and the medical 
field is changing, but Sherman said 
he sees a window for the re-emer- 
gence of these various biotherapies.

and that Americans planned to spend an 
average of $258 throughout the weekend, 
an increase of 18 percent from last year. 

Even with a record turnout, though, 
Thanksgiving weekend sales were the 
lowest since 2006, according to the Los 
Angeles Times. 

Cyber Monday, however, is boom- 
ing, according to USA Today, which 
reported that overall sales were up by 


17.5 percent as of 6 p.m. ET. 

In addition, Amazon sales were up 
44.3 percent from last year, and eBay 
saw sales rise by 32.1 percent, USA To- 
day reported. Nearly 30 percent of online 
traffic was from mobile devices, which 
is a 60 percent increase from 2012. 

Many students, like junior Asian 
American studies major Lance Nguyen, 
said that Black Friday shopping is too 
much of a hassle. 

“J only do Cyber Monday shopping,” 
he said. “I’m not going to wait in an ob- 


scenely long line where, literally, if you 
just go to work for that amount of time 
you are waiting in line, you can make the 
money to buy it whole price anyways.” 

Junior Japanese studies major Chris- 
tarith Meas said that only a good deal 
would justify waiting in a long line on 
Thanksgiving. 

“T went, and my friend and I couldn’t 
find a sale that was appealing to us,” he 
said. “[The deal] has to be really good, 
like worth my time waiting ina long line.” 

Meas also said that Cyber Monday 


sees better deals than Black Friday. 

“Cyber Monday is a little more un- 
derstandable ... it’s something you can 
do in the comfort in your own home, in 
a leisurely pace,” he said. “The time you 
could spend with your family is spent 
just sitting in line and waiting with 
strangers and sweaty people.” 

But for some students, like senior 
biochemistry major Alex To, Black 
Friday is less about the deals and more 
about being with friends. 

“[My friends and I] waited in line for 


six hours for fun,” To said. “We don’t 
rush to the [PlayStations] and tackle ev- 
erybody. We hung out with friends in 
the cold, freezing to death.” 

Freshman computer engineering 
major Marvin Hidalgo, who went shop- 
ping on Black Friday, said he plans to 
go again next year. 

“There were lines, but it wasn’t 
crazy,” Hidalgo said. “I’m still doing it 
next year. I just have to be careful on 
where to go. Make sure to stay with the 
group you know. Never go alone.” 
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Religion should not affect contraceptive coverage 


The U.S. Supreme Court has 
agreed to review a case on whether 
religiously-affiliated companies can 
be exempt from a key portion of the 
Affordable Care Act. 

The Supreme Court will decide 
whether companies like arts and 
crafts retailer Hobby Lobby should 
be required to offer employee insur- 
ance coverage for contraceptives 
without a co-pay, according to CNN. 

Companies like Hobby Lobby have 
protested the Affordable Care Act 
mandate, citing religious conflict. 

Hobby Lobby is one of approxi- 
mately 50 companies that have re- 
cently sued the government over the 
contraceptive coverage mandate.

Green and his family, believe that 
some drugs they may be required to 
cover for employees could prevent 
a human embryo from forming. 
Green deems this a form of abor- 
tion, according to CNN. 

Although offering coverage for 
contraceptives may not be popular 
for religiously-affiliated companies, 
we think all companies should be 
required to offer coverage, regardless 
of religious affiliation. 

It’s an outdated belief of compa- 
nies like Hobby Lobby to assume 


that their insurance plans should not offer access to contraceptives. 
Allowing employees access to contraceptives is reasonable. 
Not all Hobby Lobby employees have the same religious views 
as their employer. These employees may accept and need contra- 


ceptives but lack access to them. 


Of course, employees have the option to quit their jobs and look 
for employment with a company that offers contraceptive coverage. 

But in today’s tight economy, is that really an option?

Hobby Lobby could have a right to deny coverage. At the same 


time, however, companies like Hobby Lobby would be denying 
their employees the same right to receive such coverage under the 
Affordable Care Act.

one he deserves. 

Although $48.5 million may not 
look like the results of a paycut, 
Bryant’s deal involved a paycut of 
$6 million over two seasons. That 
would be enough to allow the Lakers 
to add another Steve Blake or Wesley 
Johnson, not the Carmelo Anthony or 
Kyrie Irving that many Lakers fans 
had hoped for. 

No longer is having one super 
star among other good players a 
winning formula.

Doug McDermott is in his final year at Creighton, where he 
has helped his father and head coach, Greg McDermott, make 
the Catholic-Jesuit school in Omaha, Neb., a household name. 

He has led the Bluejays to two straight NCAA tourna- 
ments and two straight Missouri Valley Conference titles, 
being named a consesus All-American twice in the process. 

Creighton may have moved to the more-competitive Big 
East over the summer, but the goal won’t change for the fa- 
ther-son duo: win the conference and make an impact in the 
postseason. 

The McDermotts and the rest of the Bluejays will roll into 
the Walter Pyramid Tuesday evening looking to get back on 
track after losing their last two games. Creighton (5-2) lost 
its final two games at the Wooden Legacy Classic over the 
weekend to fall out of the national top 25. 

Long Beach State is enduring a rough streak of its own, 
though. The 49ers (1-7) will try to put an end to a seven- 
game losing streak when they host one of the more potent 
offenses in college basketball Tuesday evening. 

Prior to a 60-53 loss to George Washington on Sunday, 
Creighton had averaged almost 90 points per game. They 
had scored at least 80 points in every game and broken out 
with 107 points in their season opener against Alcorn State. 

By comparison, LBSU has scored more than 80 points 
only once: in Saturday’s 92-89 double-overtime loss to 
Washington. 

The key to stopping Creighton will be shutting down the 
Doug McDermott-led offense. As a player that can score 
from anywhere on the floor, Doug McDermott will be im- 
possible to stop. The best The Beach can do is slow him 
down and keep pace with the rest of the Bluejays to give 
themselves a chance to win it at the end. 

Tip-off is set for 7 p.m. Tuesday night. Prior to the game, a 
tailgate will be held outside of the Walter Pyramid at 3:30 p.m.
